Injured 


SO FAB, 
AS IS MOW KNOWN. 


The Wreck Believed to Hare Been 


Caused by Omaha 


Striker*. 


LuicoLK, Nob,, August 10.— The fol- 


lowing addititional particulars have 
been -received of the wreck which oc- 
curred north of here laat night : 


The wreck caught fire, and the few 


men who escaped uninjured were pre- 
Tentcd from doing much at recovering 
the -helpless puaengers. Wrecking 
trains wore dispatched to the scene of 
the disaster at once. Tho tons of water 
which was thrown ou the twisted relics 
of the train and bed of era bore had been 
inBuflicient to prevent every vestige of 
combustible matter from being do- 
etroyed. 


Occasionally a charred skull or a 


partially1 burned human bone was raked 
Irotn the bed of the furnace, but noth- 
ing more remained to tell the tale of 
those who went down with tho ill-fated 
train, and time will be required to de- 
termine just how many persons were 
loet in the wreck. Tho list of killed and 
injured, as furnished by the coroner to- 
night, swells the fatalities to twenty- 
four killed and ten injured. Only one 
man met death in the flames. The 
low moaning heard in the ruins of the 
•moker had ceased before the flautca 
reached it. The presumption is that all 
iu unfortunate occupants were dead. 


One unknown victim lay under tho 


tender, tho upper end of which lay 
aoroBS his thmhs, crushing tlicm into 
the hard gravel. AB Colonel Bills up- 
r/roachod he begged piteoimly to he re- 
leased and saved from the 
flames. 


Colonel llii'a WUB confronted by a ter- 
rible alternative. To move the tender 
wu an utter impossibility. The long 
tongues of hungry flames were reaching 
out greedily for their victim. For an in- 
stant he thought that only one of the 
man's legs was pinned down and 
thought about amputating it. Then 
h« saw that both were fust, and while 
h« hesitated he paused for a moment. 
A guet of wind drove the llauies and 
amoko on him, blistering his face and 
aoorching his clotlics. Before ho could 
recover himself tlio long fiery tongues of 
flames had wrapped about the victim 
and stilled his screams. 


The (iwliplato und the bar with which 


it had been wrenched loose were found 
near tho trestle after tho wreck oc- 
cnrrod. One theory is that strikers 
from South Omahii did the work, be- 
lieving tho slate troops who were to 
hove hoarded tho train at Fuirbury wero 
aboard. Tho military company missed 
conned ion, howcvur. Another theory 
ia> that the clement which has caused so 
much tronblo in Oklahoma, who are 
bitter n^iiiu»t the Rock lulnnd road, 
committed the crime. 


A DESPERATE PRISONER. 


He Tries to Escape While on the 


Way to San Quentin,

The poll disclosed that if the free 
gar amendment was accepted the bill 
i a whole would be voted against by 
lirty-oigbt Republicans, and by Sena- 
ra Kyle, Allen and Peffer, Populists, 
nd CaiTcry and Blanchard, Democrats, 
total of forty-three votes, sullicient to 
efeat the bill. The house conferees 
nsider that tho tender of the free 
gar amendment is the means adopted 
' tho conaervntives to defeat tariff leg- 
ation und leave tho McKinley bill in 
orce.
